only thirteen years old. Wclicl wa« 
born In Virginia In 1762, 111! father 
moved to the pre«entJslte of Wheeling, 
W. Ve., and was killed Here by the 
ludlani before Uie ejre» Qf hli son«. 
Lewis iworo eternal enmity against all 
rediklni. 


One day whllo be and his brother 


wero roumlug In the woods they were 
attacked by. Indians. Lewis killed one 
of the savages and tbo next lustant 
was hit by a bullet which carried away 
a place of hit breast bone. DotU boys 
wero taken capllre. That night while

IOOBO the thonga which bound him and 
then unfastened his brother.

ADDS TO EFFECT OF MUSIC 


UM of Ingenious Machine Provide* 


Harmonious LIcMing tor Orch«»- 


tra and Phonograph. 


A machine designed to accompany, 


music wllli harmonious lighting effects 
has been invented by an Eastern art- 
ist, snys Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
The Instrument Is in the form of ft 
rheostat consisting of continuous par- 
•allel loops of resistance wire of differ- 
ent lengths, each having n contact 
point over which passes a metal block, 
completing the circuit. 
The move- 


ment of. the block Is controlled by a 
cable rnnnIiii;TK.er pulleys operated by 
means of pedals. As the sliding block 
Is moved back and forth over the 
wires, the degree of light intensity Is 
varied to suit the music, accentuating 
the imislenl phrssings of the soloist 
or orchestra.. It may be played either 
with or without a special wriiteu score 
sheet. 
A further adaptation .of the 


principle of nriistlc lighting expres- 
sion tlmmch resistance colls is the 
Illuminated phonograph. In this case 
n rheostat of mortified form Is used 
and the light Intensity controlled by 
means of a cam, moving In synchron- 
ism with the record. A translucent 
globe Incases the record, motor, rheo- 
stat and accompanying lights.

Coming In sight of the for I, UcCul- 


lough's men made a dash for tho gates 
and passed through them lu safety, al- 
though the Indlaus mado a desperate- 
effort to cut them off. Major UcCul- 
tough held back to cover tho retreat 
of his men until they wero safely with- 
in lt« walls and delayed BO Jong that, 
tho redskins succeeded In getting be- 
tween him and tho_ (ort. 


Setting spurs 'to 'his liorso, the 


ranger leader dollied for a hill back 
of tho fort. At Its top'lie met another 
baud of Indians and at lire same time 
a third group approached him from, 
another direction.

where up nnd down the Ohio country, 
planting seeds, going from one orchard 
to another, pruning and caring for the 
joung trees.- He was n welcome vis- 
itor In the log cabins of the settlers 
for he always carrled"a Bible and 
some books from which he would read 
and preach to them before the blazing 
fireplaces In the evening. 


Johnny practiced his teachings of 


humility'and kindness. He never killed 
anything for food. Ha carried a kit 
of cooking utensils, Including a mush 
pan, which he sometimes wore ns a 
hat. Usually he wore a broad-brimmed 
black hat, but a coffee sack with arm 
holes cut in It was his only cont. 


White men colled him "queer," for 


he often went barefoot In winter as 
well as In summer, but the Indians 
salfl, '"He has been touched by the 
Great Spirit" He went everywhere 
among them unharmed, for the fact 
that Johnny never carried a gun con- 
vinced "them that he was under the 
special protection of the Manlto. 


During the War of 1S12 when the 


British were overrunning the Ohio 
country, Johnny Appleseed performed 
his greatest service for his people. In 
his wanderings among the tribes he 
often learned of their plans for at- 
tacks on the settlements. Where no 
other white man could have gone, 
Johnny passed In safety and more 
than once he carried warnings to the 
settlers, giving them time to prepare 
for defense before the red Invaders
